 WHEREAS, the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration estimates 

that 135,000 lives have been saved by safety belt usage nationally between 1975 – 

2000, and 

 

 WHEREAS, the State of New Jersey will participate in the nationwide Click It 

or Ticket safety belt mobilization from May 21 – June 3, 2018 in an effort to raise 

awareness and increase seat belt usage through a combination of enforcement and 

education, and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Division of Highway Traffic Safety has set a goal of 

increasing the seat belt usage rate in the state from the current level of 94% to 95.5%, 

and  

 

 WHEREAS, each further increase in seat belt usage in New Jersey will save 

lives on our roadways.

ORDINANCE 

 

“AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING 

CHAPTER II OF THE REVISED GENERAL ORDINANCES OF THE 

BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW 

JERSEY, ENTITLED "LAKEHURST FIRE DEPARTMENT” 

 

18-06 

 

 BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Borough Council of the Borough of 

Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, as follows: 

 

2-20 FIRE DEPARTMENT  

 

2-20.1 Recognition 

 

 The Lakehurst Volunteer Fire Company No. 1 (hereby referred to as the Fire 

Department) is hereby recognized as the Fire Department of the Borough of Lakehurst.  

Its members and officers are recognized as public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst 

and as such, are accountable to the Mayor and Council for its operations. 

 

2-20. 2 Duties and Responsibilities of the Fire Department 

 

 a.  The Fire Department shall be responsible for all fire suppression activities in 

the Borough and is under the direction of the Fire Chief. 

 

 b.  The Fire Department shall interact with other local agencies and departments 

(Police Department, Office of Emergency Management, First Aid Squad, etc.) as well as 

County, State, and Federal agencies in order to provide fire protection. 

 

 c.  The Fire Department is organized under the laws of the State of New Jersey as 

a non-profit corporation existing to serve the public in a public trust.  The Fire 

Department shall be responsible for its own organization as deemed appropriate under the 

New Jersey Division of Fire Safety, including administration, elections, training, record-

keeping, financial reporting, and social functions.  It shall also keep and maintain the 

building, grounds, equipment and other contents in its section of the Emergency Services 

Complex. 

 

 d.  The Fire Department shall elect its own administrative officers to conduct such 

business as required to fulfill its obligations as a non-profit corporation. 

 

 e.  The First Department shall provide an annual accounting of all financial 

expenditures, performed by an independent Certified Public Accountant, relating to the 

Borough's annual donation.  Said report shall be provided to the Municipal Clerk no later 

than August 1 of the following year.  Failure to provide this accounting may result in loss 

of funding. 



 

 f.  It shall be unlawful for anyone to possess or use alcoholic beverages in, on or 

around the Fire Department apparatus or in, on or around the building and grounds 

known as the Emergency Services Complex without the written approval by the Mayor 

and Council (the Governing Body).  Such approval may be given for hall rentals or for 

special purposes only for specific dates and hours and with other limitations or 

restrictions which the Governing Body may deem appropriate. 

 

 g.  The Fire Department shall assist the Municipal Emergency Management 

Coordinator in the establishment and updating of written plans to protect the citizens of 

Lakehurst during a disaster. 

 

 h.  All fire investigations involving loss of life, serious injury, or significant 

property damage shall be investigated by the Fire Official or his designee and the 

Lakehurst Police Department in compliance with NJAC 5:18A-3.3. 

 

 i.  All Fire Department operations shall be conducted in a manner consistent with 

the intent of all provisions of the National Fire Code and standards of the National Fire 

Protection Association. 

 

2-20.3 Fire Department Line Authority  

 

 a.  The Fire Department shall elect its own line officers who shall be responsible 

for all firematic activities in the Borough.  These activities include, but are not limited to, 

suppression, training, education, certification, and apparatus maintenance.  All line 

officers shall be Lakehurst residents. 

 

 b.  The Fire Chief, Assistant Chief and other line officers shall be elected on the 

basis of their fitness for duty, including training, certification, education and experience.  

As public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst, all line officers shall be under the 

direction of the Mayor and Council and shall be duly sworn.  Such direction shall be 

administrative in nature and is not meant to grant any line authority over Fire Department 

officers during Fire Department operations. 

 

 c.  The Fire Chief shall be responsible for all Fire Department apparatus and 

equipment. The Fire Chief shall make regular reports to the Mayor and Council on the 

operations of the Department and the status of the equipment and apparatus. 

 

 d.  The Fire Chief shall be responsible for all training, certification, education and 

the record-keeping of such documents for all members. 

 

 e.  The Fire Chief shall be responsible for the actions of all Fire Department 

members on any Fire Department operation. 

 

 f.  The Fire Chief may establish rules and regulations as necessary in order to 

provide for efficient departmental operations. 



 

 g,  A copy of the Rules and Regulations, as well as a copy of the Fire 

Department's Constitution and By-Laws shall be on file with the Municipal Clerk and 

updated as necessary.  Additionally, each year a recall roster and membership roster shall 

be provided to the Clerk.  Any changes to the roster during the year are to be promptly 

reported. 

 

 

2-20.4  Membership Requirements 

 

 a.  Anyone desiring to join the Fire Department and the Lakehurst Firemen's 

Relief Association shall meet the following conditions: 

 

 1.  Submission of completed application as required by the Fire Department.    

      Every application shall contain a waiver authorizing the Police Department to    

      conduct a criminal background check from government and private agencies.    

      Following a successful background check, the application must be approved by 

      the Governing Body. 

 

 2.  All applicants shall be a minimum of eighteen (18) years of age. 

 

 3.  All applicants shall be a resident of the Borough of Lakehurst.  Any applicant    

      not a resident may request a residency waiver by the Governing Body, with    

      justification as to why such a waiver should be granted. 

 

 4.  Filing of any other required applications and forms with the Fire Chief. 

 

 5.  Ability to read and write the English language. 

 

 6.  Physical capability of performing firefighter activities. 

 

 7.  Possession of a valid New Jersey driver's license if assigned as a Driver-  

      Operator. 

 

 8.  Have no criminal misdemeanor convictions for the past three (3) years or: if   

      having been convicted and then incarcerated, have no criminal convictions for   

      the past five (5) years from the date of completion of the sentence.  For any   

      felony convictions the term is ten (10) years.  For any convictions of a sexual   

      nature or registration under Meghan's Law, no application will be considered. 

 

 9.  Other qualifications as may be required by the Lakehurst Fire Department. 

 

 a.  Any Fire Department member who no longer complies with qualifications 

and/or requirements as stated in the provisions of this ordinance shall be suspended 

immediately as a member of the Fire Department.  Unless an exception is granted by the 

Governing Body, for extenuating circumstances, such suspension shall be considered 



absolute.  An exception may be granted, depending on circumstances, only for good 

cause and a demonstration that the benefits to the Fire Department and the Borough of 

Lakehurst outweigh the detriment.  Upon proof the deficiency has been rectified, the 

individual may be reinstated by the Governing Body.  Any suspension lasting one (1) 

year will result in termination from the Fire Department.  Said individual may then re-

apply as a new member if qualifications for new membership are met. 

 

 b.  The Fire Department may establish its own rules and regulations for 

membership, provided such rules do not conflict with the Borough Employee Handbook 

regarding discriminations, code of conduct, etc. 

 

Severability 

 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances that are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to 

the extent of such conflict or inconsistency.  If any part of this ordinance shall be held to 

be invalid, such part shall be deemed to be severable and the invalidity thereof shall not 

affect the remaining parts of this ordinance. 

 

Effective date  

 

This ordinance shall take effective immediately upon final passage and publication as 

required by law.

“AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING 

CHAPTER II OF THE REVISED GENERAL ORDINANCES OF THE 

BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW 

JERSEY, ENTITLED "LAKEHURST FIRST AID SQUAD” 

 

18-07 

 

 BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Borough Council of the Borough of 

Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, as follows: 

 

2-31.1 LAKEHURST FIRST AID  

 

2-3.1 Recognition.  The Lakehurst First Aid Squad, Inc. (the First Aid Squad) is hereby 

recognized as the First Aid Squad for the Borough of Lakehurst (the Borough), and its 

members and officers as public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst and as such, are 

accountable to the Mayor and Council for all operations. 

 

2-31.2 Duties and Responsibilities of the First Aid Squad 

 

 a.  The First Aid Squad shall be responsible for all emergency medical services 

(EMS) in the Borough and is under the direction of the First Aid Captain. 

 

 b.  The First Aid Squad shall interact with other local agencies and departments 

(Police Department, Office of Emergency Management, Fire Department, etc.) as well as 

County, State, and Federal agencies in order to provide emergency medical services 

(EMS). 

 

 c.  The First Aid Squad is organized under the laws of the State of New Jersey as 

a non-profit corporation existing to serve the public in a public trust.  The First Aid 

Squad shall be responsible for its own organization as deemed appropriate under the New 

Jersey Department of Health, including administration, elections, training, record-

keeping, financial reporting, and social functions.  It shall also keep and maintain the 

building, grounds, equipment and other contents in its section of the Emergency Services 

Complex. 

 

 d.  The First Aid Squad shall elect its own administrative officers to conduct such 

business as required to fulfill its obligations as a non-profit corporation. 

 

 e.  The First Aid Squad shall provide an annual accounting of all financial 

expenditures, performed by an independent Certified Public Accountant, relating to the 

Borough's annual donation.  Said report shall be provided to the Municipal Clerk no later 

than August 1 of the following year.  Failure to provide this accounting may result in loss 

of funding. 

 



 f.  It shall be unlawful for anyone to possess or use alcoholic beverages in, on or 

around the First Aid Squad apparatus or in, on or around the building and grounds known 

as the Emergency Services Complex without the written approval by the Mayor and 

Council (the Governing Body).  Such approval may be given for hall rentals or for special 

purposes only for specific dates and hours and with other limitations or restrictions which 

the Governing Body may deem appropriate. 

 

 g.  The First Aid Squad shall assist the Municipal Emergency Management 

Coordinator in the establishment and updating of written plans to protect the citizens of 

Lakehurst during a disaster. 

 

 h.  All First Aid Squad operations shall be conducted in a manner consistent with 

the intent of all provisions of the Emergency Medical Technician standards of the State of 

New Jersey. 

 

2-31.3 First Aid Squad Line Authority  

 

 a.  The First Aid Squad shall elect its own line officers who shall be responsible 

for all EMS activities in the Borough.  These activities include, but are not limited to, 

first aid calls and responses, training, education, certification and apparatus maintenance.  

All line officers shall be Lakehurst residents. 

 

 b.  The First Aid Captain and other line officers shall be elected on the basis of 

their fitness for duty, including training, certification, education and experience.  As 

public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst, all line officers shall be under the direction 

of the Mayor and Council and shall be duly sworn.  Such direction shall be administrative 

in nature and is not meant to grant any line authority over First Aid Squad officers during 

First Aid Squad operations. 

 

 c.  The Captain shall be responsible for all Squad apparatus and equipment. The 

Captain shall make regular reports to the Mayor and Council on the operations of the 

Department and the status of the equipment and apparatus. 

 

 d.  The Captain shall be responsible for all training, certification, education and 

the record-keeping of such documents for all members. 

 

 e.  The Captain shall be responsible for the actions of all First Aid Squad 

members on any First Aid Squad response. 

 

 f.  The Captain may establish rules and regulations as necessary in order to 

provide for efficient departmental operations. 

 

 g,  A copy of the Rules and Regulations, as well as a copy of the First Aid Squad's 

Constitution and By-Laws shall be on file with the Municipal Clerk, and updated as 

necessary.  Additionally, each year a recall roster and membership roster shall be 



provided to the Clerk.  Any changes to the roster during the year are to be promptly 

reported. 

 

 

2-31.5  Membership in the Lakehurst First Aid Squad, Inc. 

 

 Membership in the First Aid Squad shall consist of the following: 

 

 1.  Submission of completed application as required by the First Aid Squad.  

Every application shall contain a waiver authorizing the Police Department to conduct a 

criminal background check from government and private agencies.  Following a 

successful background check, the application must be approved by the Governing Body. 

 

 2.  All applicants shall be a minimum of eighteen (18) years of age, unless Cadet 

status of at least sixteen (16) years of age. 

 

 3.  All applicants shall be a resident of the Borough of Lakehurst.  Any applicant 

not a resident may request a residency waiver by the Governing Body, with justification 

as to why such a waiver should be granted. 

 

 4.  Filing of any other required applications and forms with the Captain. 

 

 5.  Ability to read and write the English language. 

 

 6.  Physical capability of performing EMS activities. 

 

 7.  Possession of a valid New Jersey driver's license if assigned as a Driver-

Operator. 

 

 8.  Have no criminal misdemeanor convictions for the past three (3) years or: if 

having been convicted and then incarcerated, have no criminal convictions for the past 

five (5) years from the date of completion of the sentence.  For any felony convictions the 

term is ten (10) years.  For any convictions of a sexual nature or registration under 

Meghan's Law, no application will be considered. 

 

 9.  Other qualifications as may be required by the First Aid Squad. 

 

 a.  Any First Aid Squad member who no longer complies with qualifications 

and/or requirements as stated in the provisions of this ordinance shall be suspended 

immediately as a member of the First Aid Squad.  Unless an exception is granted by the 

Governing Body, for extenuating circumstances, such suspension shall be considered 

absolute.  An exception may be granted, depending on circumstances, only for good 

cause and a demonstration that the benefits to the First Aid Squad and the Borough of 

Lakehurst outweigh the detriment.  Upon proof the deficiency has been rectified, the 

individual may be reinstated by the Governing Body.  Any suspension lasting one (1) 



year will result in termination from the First Aid Squad.  Said individual may then re-

apply as a new member if qualifications for new membership are met. 

 

 b.  The First Aid Squad may establish its own rules and regulations for 

membership, provided such rules do not conflict with the Borough Employee Handbook 

regarding discriminations, code of conduct, etc. 

 

Severability 

 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances that are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to 

the extent of such conflict or inconsistency.  If any part of this ordinance shall be held to 

be invalid, such part shall be deemed to be severable and the invalidity thereof shall not 

affect the remaining parts of this ordinance. 

 

Effective date  

 

This ordinance shall take effective immediately upon final passage and publication as 

required by law.

ORDINANCE NO. 2018-08 

 

 WHEREAS, N.J.S.A. 40A:4-53(d) provides for a municipality to adopt by 

Ordinance special emergency appropriations for the engagement of special 

consultants for the preparation, re-examination and updates of master plans when 

required to conform to the planning laws of the State of New Jersey; and 

 

 WHEREAS, the Borough Council of the Borough of Lakehurst has 

determined and does hereby authorize a special emergency appropriation in an 

amount not to exceed $12,500 to fund the preparation of an update to the Borough’s 

Master Plan; and 

 

 WHEREAS, to finance the appropriation authorized by this ordinance, 

special emergency notes of the Borough shall be authorized by a resolution of the 

Borough Council to be adopted in accordance with the provisions of N.J.S.A. 40A:4-

55. 

 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Borough Council of the 

Borough of Lakehurst as follows: 

 

SECTION 1.  

 

 a. In accordance with N.J.S.A. 40A:4-53(d), a special emergency 

appropriation is hereby authorized for the purpose of carrying out the re-examination 

and revision of the Borough of Lakehurst Master Plan as mandated by N.J.S.A. 

40A:55D-89 and shall be deemed a special emergency appropriation in the amount 

of $12,500. 

 



 b. The authorization to finance the appropriation shall be provided for in 

succeeding annual budgets by the inclusion of at least one-fifth (1/5) the amount 

authorized by this ordinance and as provided in N.J.S.A. 40A:55. 

SECTION 2.  That two (2) certified copies of this ordinance be filed with the 

Director of the Division of Local Government Services. 

 

SECTION 3.  This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final passage and 

publication in accordance with law. 

 

SECTION 4:  This ordinance shall take effect after second reading and
